Antioch annexes land on its west 
border for business development

The Planning and Zoning Board 
recommended that the village board 
annex die property on die western 
edge of Antioch, as requested byTGS 
Enterprises; The three acres of land 
are on the north side of Route 173. 

The parcel was. zoned B-3 for 
business and is part of a planned 
unit development. The PUD will 
limit development to a restaurant 
and banquet hall, Village 
Administrator Mike Haley said. 

At the village board, trustees 
waived the first and second readings 
of me diree ordinances that would 
allowTGS to move forward with their 
plans. All trustees voted in favor of 



die ordinance to annex die land, and 
the ordinance that agrees to the peti- 
Uon of TGS and the final ordinance 
to change the zoning to B-3, service 
and wholesale business district. 

TGS plans to build a restaurant, 
banquet hall and conference room 
on the site, 

TGS Enterprises has been work- 
ing for six to eight monUis will the 
village to get diis project underway. 
Haley said. 

Tom Shauncssey is one of the 
principals in the partnership of TGS, 
and Jim Keim is the engineer. The vil- 
lage approval makes it possible for 
diem to move forward with the final 
engineering plans. When they are 
approved, Shauncssey said they 
would like to begin the project 
before the Cold weather sets in. 



Trustee Barbara Porch 
thanked the developer for meet- 
ing the strict environmental 
guidelines that Antioch request- 
ed. The plans call for improve- 
ments to the Antioch Upper 
Grade School's water detention 
basin 

TGS plans for each use have 
its own entrance to the building. 
The new restaurant is tentativily 
named 173 West and the ban- 
quest hall may be named Paraiba, 
which means green diamond in 
Brazil. The developer also must 
finalize plans with the Illinois 
Department of Transportation to 
create safe entrances and exits 
between the street and facility.

Kathleen Smith, clerk of the Antioch 
Township Board, is wary about dealing with 
the changes in voting that were signed into law 
recently. 

The grace period to register to vote has

been changed from 30 days down to 14 days 
before the election. That means voters could 
go to their township to register to vote for two 
more weeks closer to the election. This is 
expected to take place at the Lake County 
Clerk's Office and newly registered voters will 
have to vote at die Ume they register. 

A second change will have more impact on 
Smith, The time for early voting has changed 



and can be done between five and 22 days 
before the election. Clerks will take the early 
and absentee votes to the correct precinct on 
voting day. 

This could take effect as early as elections 
in November. The township clerks will meet 
with die County Clerk to work out the details of 
the change.

Board discusses 
staffing options 

to control 
classroom size

With enrollment of students 
nearly complete, the board is facing 
a dilemma of how many students 
can be in one class and still main- 
tain optimal learning. Current 
enrollment at Hillcrest, Antioch 
Elementary and J.C. Petty Schools 
puts children in some grade levels in 
classes widi slightly more students 
than the district would prefer. The 
classes also contain a number of chil- 
dren with special needs. 

In addition to that, a number of 
local residential subdivisions are 
ncaring completion, which is expect- 
ed to add students to the schools. The 
district will ask developers to help 
them project the number of students 
for each grade-level 

Superintendent Scott Thompson 
suggested three options for the board 
at the kindergarten, first, second and 
third grades. 

Ifleft as is, there would be 23 chil- 
dren in each kindergarten class; 24 
children in each first-grade class; and 
second-grade would have 253 cliil- 
dren per class. 

Thompson said adding an aide to 
the classrooms is a possibility, but he 
prefers the third option, which is to 
add a teacher at tliose grade levels, 
which brings classroom sizes down to 
a comfortable level and allows room 
for growth. An aide is paid an average 
salary of $19,000 and a teacher is paid 
an average salary of $40,000. 

Board members were asked to 
consider the situation and the costs 
involved. A special meeting may be 
called to make a decision. School 
begins Aug. 30, and there is some con- 
cern about finding good teachers 
available at this time.

Artliur Conan Doyle in 1887 created his 
colorful detective, Sherlock Holmes, as a 
model of perspicacity. 

Holmes initially figured in 22 stories, but 
his popularity was so great that fans wouldn't 
let Doyle stop there. Holmes and his assistant, 
Dr. Watson, appeared in 34 more stories and 
three additional novels. 

And since then the character has inspired 
a number of imitators. 

The game's afoot again in "Sherlock's Last 
Case," by Charles Marowitz, which is now 
being staged at Drury Lane Oakbrook in a 
highly entertaining production under the 
direction of Ray Frevven. 

'Ihings look grim for die famed pipe-smok- 
ing, violin-playing sleuth. In a letter, die son of 
Holmes' old arch-nemesis vows to extract 
revenge as a "matter of family pride" for die part 
Holmes played in dispatching James Moriarity. 
When the imder-appreciated Dr, Watson (David 
Lively, in fine form), bound and gagged, pops 
out of a closet in Holmes' study on Baker Street, 
it looks as if the Uireat of danger is even closer at 
hand than anticipated. 

Marowitz infuses humor and more Ulan a 
few plot twists to his story. Act I turns into a 
cliffhangcr, ending wiUi Holmes in dire straits. 
But to provide a lot of detail here would only 




spoil the Tun. 

' Suffice it to say Uiat Nick Sandys gamely 
portrays Holmes' effulgent mind and arrogant 
personality, and Uiat lesser mortals would do 
well to think twice before trying to outwit the 
master. 

JackHickey makes a fine Inspector Lestrade, 
and a real surprise is Kate Young as die take-no- 
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guff Scottish housekeeper, Mrs. Hudson. 
Meanwhile, Mollis McCarthy seems to have fun 
with her role as Liza Moriarty. 

The well-wrought set design, by Rick 
Penrod and Jackie Penrod, bounces between 
Holmes' bookcase-lined flat and a derelict cellar 
somewhere in London. 

"Sherlock's Last Case" may not be die "per- 
fect crime," but tracking its "smoking gun" 
makes for a captivating two hours of theater.

An interview with 
Frankenstein 



You think you know somebody and 
then they surprise you. 
Anybody who hasn't been in a 
continual state of suspended ani- 
mation will tell you that Frankenstein is a 
grunting Neanderthal of a monster in desper- 
ate need of an extreme makeover. 
However, the traveling exhibit, 
"Frankenstein: Penetrating the Secrets of 
Nature," currently at the Ela Area Library in 
Lake Zurich, proves otherwise. Instead of a 
one-dimensional cartoon character lying in 
wait for "Scooby Doo," Frankenstein is really 
the complex, articulate brainchild of a radi-

cal, 20-year-old 
author. 

It seems Mary 
Shelley wrote the 
quintessential hor- 
ror story, Frankenstein, after playing truth or 
dare with Romantic poet Lord Byron one 
"dark and stormy night" in die 1880s. And 
she had more on her mind than scaring die 
blazes out of readers. Above all, she intended 
her monster to be a metaphor for scientific 
sacrilege. 

So Shelley's Frankenstein is much more 
than a light "summer read." It's the story of a 



scientist who egotistically violates the bound- 
{J r y between life and death, creating a ugly 
"daemon" he then irresponsibly abandons, 
with tragic results for humanity. 

This monster comes to lire not as just a 
misshapen collection of body parts, but as a 
victim of scientific havoc who would be right 
at home thundering through today's hallowed 
halls of cutting edge biotechnology. In fact, 
Frankenstein's observations can be lifted ver- 
batim as a telling commentary about current 
medical controversies: 

Interviewer; Mr. Frankenstein, based on 
your unfortunate experience with resuscita- 
tion, I'm sure you have some thoughts about 
the recent Shiavo case. For example, do you 
agree witii the definition of "brain death" as 
requiring only die cessaUon of higher order 
cognitive functions? And is that reason 
enough to "pull the plug?" 

Frankenstein: Definitely not. "I was 
endued with a figure hideously deformed and 
loathsome: I was not even of the same nature 



as man [but) Life, although it may be an accu- 
mulation of anguish, is dear to me, and I will 
defend it." 

Interviewer: In light of your maker's 
remorse about creating you, and subsequent 
refusal to produce a mate like you, what are 
your reactions to cloning for reproduction or 
organ transplant? 

Frankenstein: "How dare you sport 
thus with life." After all, unforeseen con- 
sequences can't be undone. You too 
could "detest me and spurn me, thy crea- 
ture—whom thou art'bound by ties only 
dissoluble by the dissolution of one of 
us." So beware, or end up tomorrow curs- 
ing another demon unleashed on the 
human race. 

"Frankenstein: Penetrating the 
Secrets of Nature" is at the Ela Area 
Library. Or just pick up Shelley's book, 
read, and ask your own questions.

G& Was Jamie Foxx on board before

hype began? 

RG Yes. We started shooting die film 
just before "Collateral" was released, 
which was a few months before 
"Ray." Foxx is an amazing actor and 
an example of a dew generation . He'll 
be a multiple Oscar winner. He has 
die intensity of Denzcl Washington 
and die grace of Morgan Freeman. 

G& Pain (who co- writes die reviews 
widi me) in particular liked die way 
the lead female character, (played 
by) Jessica Biel, was portrayed. She 
was sexy, yet not too pretty, and 
when it (was time for her) to be on 
her own, not depending on a man for 
survival, she more than held it 
together. What was behind how her 
role was directed? 

RC: First, I should thank die military 
for allowing us to use three of dieir 
aircraft carriers and for die consulta- 
tion on a variety of tilings about our 
men and women in die armed 
forces. Pilots that are in special pro- 
grams like Foxx and Biel tend to have 
been around for 10 or so years. With 
Jessica being only 21 when the movie 



was made, she had to beef up a little 
and tone things down a lot for her 
character to be realistic. She even did 
neck exercises, after visiting a mili- 
tary academy, to better be able to 
twist left or right depending on die 
direction of G forces at die time. This 
helps to keep blood flowing to the 
brain. When off duty, she could wear 
an elegant dress but the makeup was 
minimal.

Dear Monica and Mark: 

Thank you for the kind words. 
Unfortunately it is very hard to find homes 
for rabbits. Most shelters don't take them 
because they are extremely expensive to take 
care of and are near impossible to adopt out. 
There are four shelters I know of that take 
rabbits: The House Rabbit Society 
(www.hrschicago.org), The Red Door Animal 
Shelter 773-764-2242, Champaign County 
Humane Society 217-344-7297, and 
Marshmallows Rabbit Rescue 309-310-1210. 
If the rabbits are not altered yet, I would sug- 
gest the owner do that before placing them. 
(Or get someone to "sponsor die altering. 



Some vets will lower their price if 
they know the situation.) A shelter 
will be more apt to take an altered 
rabbit because then they don't 
have to take on the expense of 
doing so. Plus if the owner adopts 
out die rabbits personally there 
will be no chance diat the rabbits 
will be able to produce offspring. 
There are already way too many 
unwanted rabbits in the world. 
The shelters may or may not have 
room to take them. Always offer to 
give a donation to the shelter to 
help widi the expenses. 

OUierwise, if the shelters don't have room 
then it would' take the owner much effort to 
find die rabbits quality homes. (Maybe you 
can help her?) They should ask everyone 
Uiey know if they would like one, plus post 
flyers and put ads in the paper. But never 
give Uiem away, always have a price for adop- 
tion odierwise someone sinister could use 
them for snakes, experiments and who knows 
what else. (She can always donate the adop- 
tion donation to a charity of her choice.) She 
should ask for and check references. 

Please tell her to do the best by these rab- 
bits and not to just give them to just anyone 
and no matter what never let them loose out- 
side. They are not wild rabbits and will surely 
die if diey are to fend for themselves. .

Under new law, baby found, in 
landfill could have been saved

One of the most tragic crimes that could happen 
did, but it did not have to happen. One person appar- 
ently was not aware of a law in place to prevent it. 

On Aug. 16, a garbage dump employee at 
Countryside Landfill in rural Grayslakc made a grue- 
some discovery: a badly-battered dead baby hanging 
halfway out of a plastic bag. 

The baby, who was a boy, either white or Hispanic 
with brownish hair and eyes, was believed to be 
dumped by one of about 280 trucks that had dropped 
loads of garbage that day from Lake, Cook and 
McHenry counties. .

A preliminary examination of the newborn indi- 
cated that it had reached full term and the umbilical 
cord was attached.

"It had 
been run over by some of the trucks. 

Thompson said the sheriff's office is imploring 
anyone who may know of a reccridyrp regnant woman 
who cannot account for the whereabouts of a new-

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Lifelong Waukegan resident victim of war 
in Iraq as mine explodes near vehicle

A Waukegan man, whose fam- 
ily and friends described him as a 
strong leader who developed 
interest in a military career at a 
young age, died Aug. 12 while 
serving in Iraq. 

The U.S. Department of 
Defense announced Monday that 
Army 1st Lt, David L Giaimo, 24, 
was killed when his Humvee hit a 



landmine in Tikrit, the Iraqi city 
located 100 miles northwest of 
Baghdad that is still known as an 
insurgent stronghold and that was 
the birthplace of Saddam Hussein.

Giaimo was. assigned to the 
2nd Battalion, 7th Infantry, 1st 
Brigade Combat Team, 3rd 
Infantry Division out of Fort 
Stewart, Ga.

Bipartisan support needed to secure state share of 
$286 billion highways project, representatives say

If the state of Illinois is to secure its share ■ 
of a massive $286.4 billion transportation 
bill that President George W. Bush signed off 
on last week, state Republicans and 
Democrats are going to have to work togeth- 
er. 

That was the word from a pair of biparti- 
san state representatives who count 
Mundelein, Libertyville and Vernon Hills 
among their districts. State Reps. Ed Sullivan 
Jr. and Kathy Ryg, who represent both sides 
of the political aisle, agreed that the states 
legislators would have to put aside partisan 
differences and unify to make sure that 



Illinois could match its share of federal 
funds earmarked for roadwork and improve- 
ments. 

, "We've got to figure out how to -get 
matching funds for a couple of billion dol- 
lars in projects," Sullivan (R-Mundcleln) 
said. "We have to come up with that." 

The president visited a Caterpillar plant 
in Montgomery, 111. on Aug. 10 to officially 
sign the bill. He told a packed crowd that the 
legislation, which was expected to be imple- 
mented over a course of six years, could help 
stimulate America's economy and add thou- 
sands of jobs. 

"And that's why I'm proud to be here to 
sign this transportation bill, because our 
economy depends on us having the most 
efficient, reliable transportation system in 



the world," Bush said. "If we want people 
working in America, we've got to make sure 
our highways and roads are modern. We've 
got to bring up this transportation system 
into the 21st century. 

"And these projects will require workers. 
Highways don't just happen; people have to 
show up and do the work to refit a highway 
or build a bridge. ... So, the bill I'm signing is 
going to give hundreds of thousands of 
Americans good paying jobs." 

Illinois has been pegged for a few billion 
dollars worth or projects, including work on 
the Route 60 bridge and improvements to • 
the toll way here in Lake County. Under a 
stipulation in the federal law, however, 
before the state can secure those federal 
funds, it needs to come up with a way to 
match the grants. 

Sullivan predicted that, with 70 percent 
of the projects falling into democratically 
controlled district.sand an already financial- 
ly strapped state, finding those monies may 
be harder than it sounds. 



Ryg, a Vernon Hills Democrat, on the 
other hand, felt both parties would recog- 
nize the need to work together. 

"There's very strong motivation to do 
that," she said. "I do think people will work 
together because we need to take advantage 
of these federal funds. 

"It is the start of adding some of the traf- 
fic relief." 

Both agreed that, if Lake County was to 
receive its share of those identified billions 
for projects, it would need a strong unified 
voice. Sullivan noted that financing for road 
construction in the county dropped by 25 
percent last year alone. 

He added that the county pays more 
than its share of gas taxes to warrant atten- 
tion on the state level. 

"We pay so much in gas taxes and we pay 
so much in gas for boating, which doesn't 
even effect the roads," he said. 

"It's moving," Ryg added.

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Despite parclied field crops and dry lawns, member communi- 
ties of the Central Lake County Joint Action Water Agency are 
taking the 2005 drought in stride, secure in the knowledge 
that there will be an adequate supply of pure and safe water 
to serve all needs. 

Utilizing water drawn from Lake Michigan, the agency— JAWA— is 
going about its business reliably and unspcctacularly. "That's the way 
we like things to operate," declared Director Ed Gladfelter of die agency 
organized and built in die 1980's to solve water supply problems being 
experienced by a number of rapidly growing municipalities in the center 
of Lake County. 

The agency's treatment works located in Lake Bluff set a pumping 
record in June that was matched in July. August could see new pumping 
records established. 

JAWA was not built for expansion to neighboring communities. The 
philosophy at the time was "build to serve" original members. Provisions 
for increased demand were designed to meet targeted needs. Members 
like Gurnee, l.ihertyville Graylake, Mundclein and the Round Lake area 
have no need to worry about future water supplies. Growth demands 
will be met. Communities that opted out of the agenq' like Wauconda 
and Lake Zurich will continue to be plagued by water problems. 

The district's financial basis consists of general obligation bonds, rev- 
enue bonds, properly tax income and usage fees. Current operating 
budget is $21 million. 

Supplying municipal water from wells is iffy. Some private wells 
have dried up in the dry summer. Wauconda is going to spend approxi- 
mately $7 million to provide water for drinking and fire protection to five 
subdivisions where individual wells have been contaminated by vinyl 
chloride, a cancer- causing chemical. The water service expansion will 
be helped with a $750,000 federal grant and payments and contributions 
from businesses in the area involved in contamination problems. 

Householders typically take their water supply for granted. Political 
and civic leaders who supported the creation of JAWA are unsung heroes 
when the faucet runs clear and cold. 
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Widi the exception of one measurement, Lincoln 
Elementary School is eminently successful. Kids love 
their school. Teachers laud its program. Parents are sup- 
portive. But as Like County's only year-around school, 
die Mundclein school hasn't spawned any clones. For 10 years Lincoln 
has stood alone for operating 12 months of die year. 

Principal Shawn Walker Uiinks tradition stands in the way of schools 
going year around. Believe it or not, the nine-month public education 
system with summers off was designed 150 years ago to accommodate 
farmers who utilized their uffspring as field hands in the summer. 

While other children around the county are gelling ready to return to 
class, children at Lincoln already arc settled in after a summer break. 
Some of the children had six weeks off. Some attended a summer ses- 
sion with only three weeks off before classes resumed in early August. 

Basically, Uncolu operates in 12 week segments with nine weeks in 
class followed by a three-week break. 

Lincoln has gone from an experiment, to a novelty to being institu- 
tionalized. There is a waiting list for both students and teachers. 
According lo school officials, after trying out the year-around program, 
Mundclein parents participating are sold and wouldn't have it any other 
way. 

Educators insist less lime off benefits retention. Lincoln students do 
well, but there is no attempt to establish an elitist tone at the facility, 
which happens to be the oldest school building in the community, 

Lincoln School just happens too operate year around. Different, yes. 
Out not that much.

The proposed 40-acre purchase, known as 
theKurylko property, is an important expansion 
of the adjoining 550-acre Singing Hills Forest 
Preserve.

1 guess die old proverbial 'apple falling 
from die tree' thing really is as true as I tell 
everyone it is. Before you get mad at all die 
adults working at your camp, remember that 
this is the new century and it is a time for us all 



to be softer and kinder and embrace delin- 
quent behavior so we can make if/much 
worse! OFcourse I am being sarcastic here. I 
share your frustraUon widi die other adults in 
charge at your camp. It seems to me that the 
whole adult world has gone nuts sometimes, 
widi regard to reacting to bad behavior. What 
is the hesitation in dieir minds dial makes 
diem react in the exact wrong way? What stops 
tiiem from getting in that kid's face and mak- 
ing sure diat die bad behavior stops ruining 
everyone else's time.

They probably arc having a hard time 
seeing the behavior because to chastise their 
child's behavior would mean chastising their 
own behavior and we all know tiiat adults are 
not so good at that one! 

My friend, you can only do so much! 
Follow your camp policies, do the best you 
can. it's not hard to stop tiiis stuff, but not 
necessarily your job to do that completely. The 
parents have a responsibility here! Anyone 
who has their head on straight and a strong 
desire to see the kid leam the right behavior 
knows what's right here. All you can do is try 
your best. You also need to have more of a pri- 
ority for the other kids time, than the one who 
is acting out. The one who is acting out does 
not deserve time and attention. The others do! 
Of course, I could use the space often 
columns to talk about the implication of tiiat 
in our society. 

• So, your thoughts are on the right track. 
Also, your angry response is on the right track 
too. I believe we have all been taught too 
much of the 'turn the other cheek* thing with 
regard to bad behavior both with kid's behav- 
ior and all bad behavior in our society. A 
human being's natural response to obnoxious 
behavior is to either try to stop it, make it go 
away or go away from it. Unfortunately, now, 
we have all been trained to try and think of ■ 
every possible reason for the bad behavior 
instead of just eradicating the bad behavior or 
getting away from the bad behavior. In the 
process, we end up accepting the behavior, 
which is dangerous and wrong and in the end, 
the most destructive thing we can do for any- 
one. So, we have all been taught to act against 
our instincts and then to second guess our- 
selves for doing that. That is what you are feel- 
ing right now. As long as you are appropriate 
and not violent, it is fine to feel that this child's ■ 
behavior is not acceptable or appropriate and 
to stop it 

Remember tiiat there comes a time when' 
we enter the adult world and no one cares 
anymore about your 'issues,' No one excuses 
your behavior or your low work performance 
anymore based on your Psychological needs. 
Why oil earth would anyone want to train a 
kid to look for all the emotional reasons for his 
outbursts when later in life, this very thing will 
make him be excluded? You might be the 
healthiest person in this kid's life right now. 
The person who can hold him responsible for 
his decisions and teach Itim to be responsible 
for himself. Teaching a child this is the greatest 
honor in the world! Remember to be appropri- 
ate, use nomviolent types of responses and to 
document everything! I wish you luck!

Rod Blagojevich on Aug. 17, 
2001, called the Abandoned 
Newborn Infant Protection Act that 
could have prevented it 

Under the law, it allows parents 
of a newborn child immunity from 
criminal prosecution if they safely 
abandon their infants within 72 
hours of birth with personnel at des- 
ignated "safe havens," according to 
the Save Abandoned Babies 
Foundation, which champions the 
cause against baby abandonment 

Safe havens include police and 
fire stations, hospitals, medical 
emergency facilities and the sheriff's 
office. 

"There have been 18 safe relin- 
quishments since the law passed 
in 2001. The latest was Aug.ll, it 
was a newborn at a hospital on the 
south side," said Ang'te Adler, a 
founding member of Save 



Abandoned Babies Foundation. 

Since the law was passed, there 
have been 37 unsafe dumpings of 
babies. Of those, 20 have died. 

"It is incredibly unfortunate it 
isn't happening yet," Adler said. 
"There's definitely a problem'. It did- 
n't have to happen." 

Illinois was the 15th state to pass 
a "safe haven" law. Now, at least 45 
states now have similar laws, accord- 
ing to the site.

arren High's foot- 
ball team has 
always enjoyed 
some level of suc- 
cess in the past, with numer- 
ous playoff appearances 
under former coaches Mike 
Kunkle and Reggie Hughes, 
but never like the current run 
of head coach Dave Mohapp. 
One of the first things 
Mohapp did after taking over 
in 1997 was to contact the 
Warren Township Blue 
Demons youth football pro- 
gram, with the goal of making 
it a true feeder program for 
the high school. And it's prob- 
ably not a coincidence that 
under Mohapp the Devils 
have made the playoffs an 
unprecedented six straight 
seasons, including a trip to 
the Class 8A quarterfinals two 
years ago. 

"1 think back years ago, 
before Coach Mohapp, none 
of the coaches had much to 
do with our program," said 
Mike Glende, who's been 
coaching for the Blue 
Demons for 10 years. "But 



lie's been great. He's come to 
our coaches' meetings and 
showed us his playbook. We 
can call him any time if we 
have any questions. 

"f think us working 
together is a definite reason 
football is improving and 
growing in the area. We're get- 
ting more kids, so he's getting 
more kids and with us teach- 
ing his system, he doesn't 
have to teach (the players) 
fundamentals when they get 
to high school." • 

Mohapp agrees. 

"It's the teams with the 
best fundamentals that end 
up going far and the Blue 
Demons do a great job teach- 
ing fundamentals," Mohapp 
said. "We're fortunate that 
they're interested in doing 
what we do at the high 
school. It's realty an outstand- 
ing group." 

With the high school bal- 
looning to nearly 4,000 stu- 
dents in recent years, so too 
has die Blue Demons' level of 
participation. 

"I think the program has 
doubled, if not tripled in size 
in the 10 years I've been 
here," Glende said. 

Warren has gone from six 



teams when Glende joined, to 
its current level of 18, up from 
lS.last year. In all, 370 players 
will suit up for die Blue 
Demons when the season 
starts later tills month. 'Hie 
demand is high enough that 
Warren could have even more 
teams if it had more space, 
according to board president 
Jeff Carpenter. 

"We could have a lot more 
teams irwe had more fields," 
Carpenter said. "We've had to 
turn kids away die last couple 
of years as much as we don't 
want to." 

The team has also 
changed leagues, from the 
Junior Football League of 
Northern Illinois (JFLNI), to 
the highly competitive Tri- 
County Youth Football 
League (TCYFL), which 
includes teams from 
Ubertyville, Cary, Lake Zurich 
and Crystal Lake, each of 
whose high school teams has 
made deep postseason runs 
in recent seasons. And that 
move can only help Warren in 
the long run, according to 
Carpenter. 

"The JFLNI was a good 
league, but the competition is 
much tougher in the TCYFL," 
Carpenter said. "It's only 
going to make our players 
better." 

In addition to improving 
Gurnee's quality of football, 
the Blue Demons have many 
other goals, according to 
heavyweight coach Ray 
penson. , ., 

' "We not only want to

Six ways to convince your 

to wear eyeglasses 




No one wants their child to start the school 
year off on Uie wrong foot by being unable to 
see the chalkboard. That's why many parents 
schedule eye exams for their children a month 
or two prior to the start of school. 

But a visit to the eye doctor is only half the 
battle of improving your child's sight this 
school year. Convincing your child to wear his 
or her prescripUon eyeglasses is the other — 
and the more difficult — battle. Here are some 
suggestions from doctors at The Cleveland 
Clinic Cole Eye Institute to help you find the 
right eyeglasses for your children and to help 
your child adjust to wearing them every day. 

1. Your child's eyeglass frames should fit. 
Your child's eyeglass frames should fit proper- 
ly, without pinching the ears or nose or weigh- 
ing down the face. Check points of contact 
periodically to ensure that there is no skin irri- 
tation. ' 

2. The eyeglass prescription should be cor- 
rect. If your clriJd is looking over the eyeglasses 
or complains that he or she cannot see, the 



prescription may be incorrect. An optician or 
eye doctor can determine die optical accuracy 
of your child's eyeglass prescription. 

3. Start gradually. Let your cliild start off by 
wearing his eyeglasses for only small amounts 
of time; gradually increasing it 

4. Make glasses routine. Putting on and 
taking off eyeglasses should be come a part 
of kids' daily routine. Encourage kids to put 
them on in the morning when they dress 
and take them off at night before they go to 
bed. 

5. Offer positive reinforcement. Be sure to 
offer words of praise when your child does 
wear his or her eyeglasses. 

6. Explain why it's important to wear eye- 
glasses. Sometimes kids won't do things 
because they don't understand them. 
Emphasize the importance of having proper 
vision and the problems that can occur if kids 
don't wear their glasses, such as getting 
headaches or being unable to see the chalk- 
board. 




Prior to the new school year, take your child for an eye exam and stress Uie benefits 
of wearing glasses. 

Home-schooling statistics: 



According to the National Home 
Education Research Institute, one to 
two million students were home 
schooled during the 2003-2004 
school year. That accounts for 
approximately two to four percent 
of die school-age population of 
the United States. 

The numbers have increased consid- 
erably since a 1999 U.S. Census report that 
indicated 050,000 children were home 
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schooled that year. Although reasons 
for home schooling vary, some 
attribute it to overcrowding in 
traditional schools, increased 
outbreaks of school violence, or 
a general dissatisfaction with 
public schools. Home school- 
ing is legal in all 50 states; 
however, each state varies in 
its requirements for teacher certifi- 
cation and administrative duties.

He's very passionate and person- 
able," said Vazquez, who has attended several 
practices. "And it looks like it's starting to rub 
off on the kids. They're having fun and wanting 
to come out and play. They're excited when 
they get here every day and they're happy 
when they leave practice. 

"They're giving it everything they have out 
here." 

The players already sense a difference in 
die attitude from last year's team. 

"Things are much more organized and 
everyone's on time," senior Dennis Walsh said.

decade ago Lake VilJa 
Township was under- 
going monumental 
\ growth; the problem 
was, so was the rest of Lake 
County. 

Rick Johnson, who had 
coached for the Antioch 
Vikings youth football organi- 
zation, saw the surge of growth 
and realized that if things con- 
tinued, more and more kids 
would be turned away from 
the Vikings due to a simple lack 
of room. So he decided that 
Lake Villa needed a team of its 
own. 

"I saw how much Lake

Johnson, "and I had coached 
in Antioch and thought more 
kids could be playing so I start- 
ed die Timberwolves.' 1 

The problem Johnson 
faced is one that continues to 
plague many local teams to 
• this day— money. So he signed 
notes on both of his cars and 
State Bank of the Lakes gave 
him a $15,000 loan, which 
allowed him to buy uniforms 
and down-markers, Don and 
Lysette Norwick, who had won 
the lottery a few years prior, 
dien bought the team a score- 
board and some blocking 
sleds. A year later, they donat- 
ed an additional $5,000 to start 
up the cheerlcading program. 
That first year, the 
Timberwolves started with 76 
kids on Justa handful of teams. 
Now entering its 10th season, 



Lake Villa has 280 tackle, foot- 
ball players on nine teams, 
plus an additional 50 flag foot- 
ball players, and 150 cheer- 
leaders and poms, with partic- 
ipants -from Lake Villa 
Township, Lindenhurst, 
Grayslake, Round Lake, Fox 
Lake and Wisconsin. Johnson's 
dream will come full circle 
later this month at Caboose 
Park during a celebration of 
the organization's 10th 
anniversary, to which all 76 
inaugural players are invited to 
attend . 

"My inidal dream has defi- 
nitely come true," said 
Johnson, who served as presi- 
dent for seven years before 
stepping down. "We got bigger 
and bigger every year and wkh 
the cheerleading, die whole 
family could get involved. I like 



what I see." 

If the current leaders of the 
organization have their way, 
the Timberwolves will get even 
bigger in the years to come. 

. "We're still getting bigger 
every year and we're trying to 
get as competitive as we can," 
said Keith Horn, Lake Villa's 
director of football and coach 
of the bantam team, which is 
made up of 7- and 8-year-olds. 
"The level of football is 
improving greatly." 

Horn's bantam team has 
certainly been competitive in 
recent years as his team lost in 
the Junior Football League of 
Northern Illinois champi- 
onship game two years ago, 
and won the league tide last 
year. 

But the Timberwolves 
have an even bigger goal than

"And I threw some 
passes to Mark Bradley. I had 
to Uirow a five-yard out and I 
threw it four yards over his 
head into the media. But I 
made some good throws too. 
I think I did pretty well." 

That success, as well as 
the success he enjoyed as a 
junior at Champaign 
Centennial where he threw 
for more than 1,300 yards, 
has carried right over into 
camp at Libertyville, accords 
ing to his new teammates. 

. "He has such a great 
arm," senior receiver Jack 
Howard said. "He throws the 
ball 50 yards easy and it has a 
good spiral. I think we'll 
throw a lot more this.year." 

Senior Mike Culberson-

Sheriff's Office arrested a Waukegan man 
and a Brookfield, Wise, man on solicitation 
charges following a daylong Internet investi- 
gation. 

Charged are John R. Dopke, 42 years old 
of 2345 Rockway Lane in Brookfield, Wise, 
and David L. Zarazinski, 34 years old of 1922 
Herbert Drive in Waukegan. 

The investigation began yesterday when 
a detective went online in an Internet chat 
room posing as a 15-year-old boy. The detec- 
tive was messaged first by both men and he 
began chatting widi them. During the con- 
versations, both men brought up the subject 
of sex and eventually it led to both men 
requesting to meet the detective for the pur- 
poses of engaging in sex, officials said. 

David Zarazinski was said to arrived at a 
pre-arranged location in die Waukegan area 
to meet with who he thought was a 15-year- 
old boy for the purpose of engaging in sex and 
was taken into custody. 

Less than two hours later, Dopke arrived 
in die same area with the intentions engaging 
in sex with whom he thought was a 15-year- 
oldboy. Zarazinski and Dopke were both

charged with one count of Indecent 
Solicitation of a Child, a class 3 felony. 

Both Zarazinski and Dopke consented to 
a search of their personal computers. 
Sheriff's investigators went to Zarazinski's 
residence in Waukegan and seized his com- 
puter. Members of the Brookfield, Wis. Police 
Department and the Lake County Sheriff's 
Office went to Dopke's residence in 
Brookfield where they took his personal com- 
puter into custody. 

Sheriff's computer forensics experts are 
examining both computers for further evi- 
dence. Should any Other evidence be recov- 
ered from eidier computer, further charges 
on both men could be forthcoming. 

"Investigators from our Child 
Exploitation Unit attempt to find these pred- 
ators through the Internet on a daily basis," 
said Lake County Sheriff Gary Del Re. "We are 
doing everything we can to make Internet 
usage safer for our children." 

Judge Victoria Martin set a $20,000 bond 
for Zarazinski. He is scheduled to appear in 
court on Sept. 1 for status of attorney. Martin 
set Dopke's bond at $10,000 and ordered a 
Aug. 31 court date for. status of attorney. 
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notice for die second 

installment.

Winchester Road in libertyville.

Do not put everything 
in your resume!

Vie purple of the rfsurod ts In Introduce a cttdldatc (you 
or mc) lo n potential employer In a fashion thai will generate 
Interest In order lo accomplish ilut goal, wc need lo place 
very specific basic Information on Umt document. However, 
some Information should remain for the Interview, and tome 
should never lie shared. 

Yean ago, a part of my Job wis lo open and review the 
resume's thai were received at u consulting company. The 
Information overload was Incredible. I received documents 
that Included pictures of die candidate, some with their family. 
One showed the applicant In camouflaged apparel, a dog and a 
weapon. 1 do not care what hobble* a future employee may 
enjoy. However, I vn» looking for someone who could serve 
our clients In the role of a consultant, not a soldier or fortune. 
Another candidate sent In a five-page resume lo document eight 
years of business experience. 

These examples would be harmless if they had not con- 
tributed to the overload of data dial I was already processing. 
Recruiters today arc no less overloaded. They want concise 
Information that will girt them n clear picture of the candidates 
past behavior, skills and experience. 

The Information that should be Included varies by the fob for 
w hich one b applying. As an example, I would never send pic- 
tures with a resume, unless those pictures contributed to the 
basic information needed by the recruiter lo make a positive 
decision. Examples would Include Illustrations or work done 
by an artist or designer, renderings of buildings done by an 
architect, photographs that were published by a photojournal- 
ism Even in those cases, I would not include them unless they 
are requested. 

Any Information thai does not describe prior accomplish- 
ments or skills developed should be excluded from the r&umc. 
Information about family, unrelated Jobs or hobbles ore often 
unnecessary. However, I put a line on my resume describing 
current hobbles because they demonstrate that I have diverse 
Interests that Is a competitive advantage for a consultant. 

Some Information puts the recruiter In an awkward position. 
Specifics related lo age, gender, religion, national origin, etc Is 
data thai most employers do not want. Since many are audited, 
cither Internally or externally, (hey do not wanl to deal with 
those Issues being documented. The person who first observes 
this information then needs to evaluate whether the provider 
Intended to use it as a warning to hire the person, tf the 
answer Is "yes", (hey do not want to hire the person since It 
appears to be blackmail. If the answer Is "no" the candidate 
docs not seem to be aware of the protocol of employment. In 
either case, It Is a reason lo eliminate ibe resume from consid- 
eration. 

The |ob of the employees wbo first see the resume Is to elim- 
inate as many as possible. There Is always enough documenta- 
tion to provide those people with die ammunition needed (o 
reduce the overload. Do not provide unnecded firepower. 
Provide only the needed Information that will give (hem a rea- 
son call for an Interview time and date.
